Bold Attempt to Break Jail at To- -

lbdo, On Sunday afternoon at 8 o'clock
a bold attempt waa made by the prisoners
to break, from tbe Toledo Jail. At that
hour a number of ladies who hold Sunday
services at thejill were just entering. In
following the usual custom, Deputy Sher
iff Edgar unlocked the first door and
stepped If side to let the ladles, in. j The
prisoners who were in the conspiracy had
sawed tbe iron bar which held the inner
door, and, before the outside door could be
locked, tbey threw tbe Inner one open and
made a rush for liberty. There were six-
teen in the gang, and Included tbe worst
prisoners in the jail. Tbey were led by
Clark, the Chicago desperado, who several
weeka ago , shot officer McPortland, and
closuly backing him up were' two burly
negroes, in for horsi stealing. Sheriff
Harbeck.who stood near the outer door,
hastily drew a small jimmy from his hip
pocket and began operations. Knocking
two men down, tbey obstructed tbe pass-
age for a moment. In the mean time the
prisoners were at work with pepper and
salt, and made tbe eyes of the officers suf
fer. The fight waa a most desperate one
for about three ' minutes. ' umcer Edgar
fired one shot at a nesro. and iuat nulthe top or his head. The Sheriff continued
to do lively work with his jimmy, and the
two finally drove the prisoners back and
locked the door. The iron bar had been
sawed In two by a saw made from a corset-ste-el

conveyed to the prisoners through
some of their female relatives.
